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EAR MARY;—The “ season of mists and 
mellow fruitiulnétss ’’ has passed into 
the season of colds and sundry illnesses. 

And whatever she may be by profession, no 
woman who is wife, mother, sister, aunt or 
cousin escapes the job of amateur nursing. 
First, last and all the time, avoid fuss in 
the sick room. Nothing is more apt to send 
up a patient’s temperature than irritation— 


vocal or suppressed—ca used by watch- 
ing a clumsy nurse grope round the 
room for medicines or drinking water 


that should be on the lower shelf of a bed- 
side table, or by the careless dumping of a 
tray on the bed when the table top is covered 
with unsightly litter. | 

Next, exclude noise. It is surprising how 
the most well-meaning people forget the 
torture noise can be to anyone with a touch 
of fever, a headache, or neuralgia—al] of 
them conditions that frequently accompany 
a common cold. The '' nurse ” should 
see to it that she has a pair of bedroom 
slippers outside the patients door, so that 
she can slip them on every time she enters 


the room. Any hard surface on which trays 
or glasses are to be set down should be 
covered to deaden  clatter—newspapers 


slipped under a tablecloth serve admirably ; 
so do cork or rubber mats, and odd pieces of 
felt. 


Never Chatter. 


Never, never chatter to a patient, how- 
ever talkative. It is not always Necessary 
to dimcourage conversational moods, but it 1s 
nearly always injurious to excite argument or 
launch out on a prolonged discussion—without 
realising it, the invalid exhausts slowly 
accumulated energy, and may take days to re- 
cover it. 


The art of listening well should be 
acquired by every nurse—amateur or pro- 
fessional. 

Visitors call for the exercise of infinite 


discretion—better earn the reputation of 
being a dragon than allow a breezy friend to 
‘* blow ” into the sick room. 


the monotomy. And, apart from routine, 
there are many small details that increase the 
patient’s comfort and so hasten the process 
of getting well. 

For instance, the tiresome slipping ‘that 
occurs when the patient sits propped up 
against a pile of pillows can be avoided by 
placing a pillow under the knees. The un- 
utterable monotony of looking at the same 
wallpaper every day for weeks can be 
countered by pinning up a _ poster-picture, 
or a decorative panel, and changing it 
for another every day or two. A light 
screen can be used to hide the washstand or 
moved about the room to keep off draughts 
or merely to give the room a slightly different 
aspect. 

Dainty tray cloths, coloured paper serviettes

A “Fork Buffet” 
Makes an Exciting Change. 
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For the íormer use brown finger rolls split ! 

in half and buttered. Take a large glass of 
prawns, chop finely, and add enough raw 
cream to bind them well; add pepper and salt 
to taste, spread very liberally, about a quarter 
of an inch thick, on thé rolls, and dust gently 
with paprika. 
For the other variety, chop finely some 
dried walnuts; soften pasteurised cheese with 
a fork and work in enough tomato ketchup 
to make a pleasant orange colour, and then 
add the chopped nuts and a little seasoning. 
Spread on buttered rolls, 


Canapes Varies. 


Egg, ham and crab canapés should provide 
sufficient choice in that line. 


Boil two eggs hard and make a paste of the 
yolks with butter. Season with paprika and 
cayenne, and spread through a fancy (icing) 
tube. 

For the ham: variety, sauté in butter 
circles of bread a quarter of an inch thick. 
Mix finely chopped ham with creamed butter 
seasoned with salt and cayenne and a few 


Toast slices of bread, and butter thinly. | 


drops of Worcester sauce. Spread on the 
bread, and sprinkle with finely chopped hard- 
boiled eggs. 

Crab canapés are made of bread cut in 
slices a quarter of an inch thick and measur- 
ing about three inches by half an inch wide. 
Butter, and brown in the oven. Mix a cupful 
of chopped crab meat, one tablespoonful of 
lemon juice, half a teaspoonful of salt, a few 
drops of onion juice, and two tablespoonfuls 
of olive oil. Then spread the toast with 
melted cheeve, and over it the crab mixture. 


Apricot Fool. 


For the sweet, Apricot Fool in individual 
glasses is attractive. The ingredients re- 
quired are :—One tin of apricots, 1 tablespoon- 
ful of caster sugar, 14 gills of milk, 2 or ó 
tablespoonfuls of cream and one egg. 

Drain the apricots in a colander, and use 
the syrup in the cider or claret cup, to: which 
it makes a tasty addition. 
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Heat the milk in | 


the top of a double boiler, together with the | 
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sugar. When the sugar is dissolved, bring 
to boiling point, stir into the beaten egg 
diluted with a tablespoonful of the apricot 
juice. Return to the saucepan, and keep stir- 
ring over the boiling water until the custard 
thickens, then remove from the pan and cool. 
Meanwhile, rub the apricots through a sieve, 
stir in the custard. ad then the cream, stiffly 
whipped, sweetened, and flavoured wit 
vanilla to taste. Serve ice cold in custard 
glasses with boudoir (sponge finger) biscuits. 

Golden Wattle Shortcakes are recommended 
for the chief decorative effects of the table. 
The ingredients required (for four to six per- 
sons) are:—QOne cupful of flour, 1 cupful of 
milk, one egg, 4 teaspoonful of salt, one tin 
of peaches, $ cupful of butter, 4 cupful of 
caster sugar, and two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. 

Beat butter to a cream, then add the sugar 
by degrees, and then the beaten egg. Altern- 
ately stir the flour sifted with baking powder 
and salt, and then the milk, into the mixture, 
and beat thoroughly. Bake in a _ buttered 
round sandwich tin. Cool, split, and spread 
thickly the centre with well-drained diced 
peaches, and cover them with whipped 
sweetened cream, flavoured with vanilla or 
rum. Pile the top with cream, decorate with 
slices of the peaches and a few halved wal- 
nuts. 


Orange Biscuits. 


Orange biscuits are a nice alternative to 
the richer cake. Take eight ounces of flour, 
and four of rice flour, four of caster sugar, 
six ounces of butter, the grated rind and juice 
of an orange, and one yolk of egg, and half 
a teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda. Sift 
the flour together with the sugar and the 
soda. Rub in the butter till very fine, and 
grated orange rind, then enough beaten yolk 
and orange juice to make a stiff paste. Roll 
out on a floured board thinly, and stamp 
out in shapes with biscuit cutters. Bake 
in a moderate oven till: golden brown. 
When cold, ice with an orange icing, tinted 
green with spinach colouring. Be careful 
not to overheat this icing, or it will lose its 
glossy surface.

Thus a few years ago a very 
brilliant meteorite was observed in Canada 
sailing across the sky, and some of the 
observers distinctly felt the ground 
tremble as it passed across the heavens. 
In 1896 an unusually severe earthquake 
shook Hereford at about half-past five 
o’clock on the morning of December 17, 
and several persons whose bedrooms faced 
the north saw a great light at the time of 
the shock. To one observer the “ great 
blaze of light ” seemed to last for two or 
three seconds and was seen near the 
horizon, thus showing that it could not be 


Other Evidence. 


There are more explicit statements sug- 
gesting a connection between earthquakes 
and meteors. The famous traveller 
Humboldt, who witnessed at Cumana, in 
South America, the great Leonid shower 
of November 12, 1799, says that the older 
inhabitants ef Cumana remembered that the 
great earthquakes which occurred sixty- 
81X Years papvnomney thet is, in 1733—were 
preceded by meteoric displays like that of 
1799. The Arab chroniclers connect an- 
other old historic shower of the Leonids, 
near the beginning of the tenth century. 
with an earthquake: “In the year 286 
(of the Hegira) there happened in Egypt 
sn earthquake on Wednesday, the 7th of 
Dhu-l-Ka’dah, lasting from the middle of 
the night until morning; and so-called 
flaming stars struck against one another 
violently, while being borne eastward and 
westward, northward and southward. and 
no one could bear to look towards the 
heavens on account of this phenomenon.”’ 
In this account shooting stars are men- 


tioned only in connection with the earth- 
quake. 


Dermot Cusack. 


I was grieved a few days ago to learn 
of the death of Mr. Dermot Cusack. which 
occurred as the result of a motor accident 
in England. Mr. Cusack, who was a son 
of the former County Court Judge of 
Kerry, was only twenty-four years of age, 
and a few years ago was one of the most 
prominent men in Trinity College. When 
he left Trinity he joined the Royal Ulster 
Rifles, with whom he was serving when 
he was killed. A friend of his. who signs 
himself ‘‘R.G.H.C.,” writes: “Tt is hard 
to believe that we shall not see Cusack 
again. He was a man of most attractive 
personality. To be with him was to share 
that sense of happiness which he seemed 
to radiate, and he was a valued and fear- 
less friend. His views were strong and 
perfectly expressed. He was intensely loval 


to his King and devotedly attached to his 
College.”

capacity. In 1933 these cases of appoint- 
ment ‘‘in the public interest’’ were almost 
entirely in the nature of reinstatement. 

He thought that in present circumstances 
a category of appointments was necessary, 
particularly for professional, technical and 
other positions requiring particular qualifica- 
tions which could not be properly determined 
by competitive examination. In 1932 appoint- 
ments were made in 27 cases on grounds 
other than reinstatement by the Executive 
Council “in the public interest." ' 
He expressed the opinion that the exist- 
ing arrangement i which the Executive 
Council appointed istrars to Circuit and 
County Courta might. amended. He did 
not think that power was necessary or de- 
sirable. If many appointments to the upper 
posta were made by methods other than ex- 
amination, he thought it might affect the re- 
cruitment of best material to the Civil Ser- 
vice, but, in view of the manner in which 
the Executive Council had evercised this 
wer, he did not think anything of the 
ind need be anticipated. In a few recent 
appointments of heads of departments the 
xecutive Council had appointed men who 
already were in other departments of the 
Service. 


TEMPORARY OFFICERS. 


A large number of temporary Civil Ser- 
vants, with service reckoning from 1922, 
1923 or 1924, had been permanently ap- 
pointed in 1932, most of them having duáaff- 
fied at specially modified examinations, but 
their service for pension purposes would only 
count from the date of their permanent ap- 
pointment. 

Asked about th: permanent appointment of 
an assistant solicitor in the Chief State Soli- 
tor’s office, Mr. Boland said that appoint- 
ment was due to extra work thrown on the 
office by the Public Safety Act, the Mili- 
tary Tribunal, etc. 

Questioned as to dismissals from the Ser- 
vice, Mr. Boland said that drink was the 
main cause of lapses of Civil Servants. In- 
subordination was very rare. 

In regard to financial matters, he thought 
that when a young man was being put on 
cashier's work, or the handling of moneys, 
such as bounties, the head of the Department 
should make sure that he was carefully 
supervised, and that there was no history of 
financial embarrasament behind that man. 
Betting was strictly prohibited in the Post 
Office service. That was an old, long stand- 
ing rule, and there had been dismissals for 
betting. In recent years there had been a 
number of cases in the Civil Service of 
irregularities in the handling of public 
money, but there had been a marked reduc- 
tion since the issue of a circular as to cir- 
cumstances under which there would be pro- 


secutions. 
ABNORMAL. 


He said that of 1,638 clerical officers, only 
211 were on scales of pay now regarded as 
normal. The whole situation was abnormal, 
and that applied to the Executive class to 
the same degree. 
He commented on the fact that very few 
recruits to the Civil Service came from the 
primary or elementary schools. Of 295 short- 
hand typists, no less than 231 came from 
secondary schools. 
Referring to the difficulty of getting per- 
sons with a good knowledge of Irish for the 
higher grades, Mr. Boland said that only a 
small number tcok an Irish course in the 
University. They got from the National 
University only the residue not going for 
the professions.

FIRST SOD TURNED BY 


ARCHBISHOP. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, Archbishop of 
Dublin, yesterday turned the first sod and 
blessed the site of the new church dedicated 
to Our Lady of Perpetual Buccour, which 
is to be built at Foxrock, County Dublin, 
on a commanding site at the junction of 
Kill lane and the Main road to Bray. . 
The church will be built of County Dublin 
and County Wicklow granite, with a rein- 
forced concrete foundation, and roofed with 
sandfaced tiles. The style will be Lombardic 
Gothic. There will be a nave and two aisles, 
with chancel and circular apse. The nave 
will be 100 feet long, while the width of the 
church all over with, be 54 feet. There will 
be a mortuary chapel, entered from the west 
porch, and a sacristy s’ room and altar- 
room, entered from the c ancel. I 
Seating accommodation will be provided for 
936 people, and the total cost will be £23,000. 
The site of two acres was purchased from 
Mr. John Grehan, Blackrock, and the work 
of erection will probably take two years. 
While it is NEE 5 the parishioners will 
attend the present Chapel of Ease at Fox- 


rock. The growing population of the district 
rendered a larger church necessary.

Cabinteel “ead Foxrock, was congratulated 
by the Archbishop on the excellence of the 
site, and on the number of parishioners who 
had gathered to witness the beginning of his 
new church. The Archbishop was attended 
by the Rev. J. Dunne, and there were 
present, in addition to Canon Ryan, the Rev. 
C. Finigan, C.C., and the Rev. M. Crowe, 
C.C. The architect was Mr. J. J. Robinson, 
Merrion square, Dublin.

The film, which deals with the Pope, will 
be presented next week at the Grand Central 
Cinema, 

The idea of the picture is a good one, and, 
as it shows in a comprehensive way the 
activities of the Pope and the various sights 
in Rome, ought to prove of interest to Dublin 
audiences, Such events as the Pope's elec- 
tion, the signing of the Lateran Treaty, the 
reception of pilgrims, and the ceremonies in 
connection with the Holy Year are illustrated, 


while there are also pictures of the 
Eucharistic ‘Congresses in Chicago and 
Dublin, As a historical record the film has a 


definite value. 

The main fault is bad photography. This 
was inevitable, of course, in the pictures 
dealing with the Pope's earlier career, but 
there is less excuse for the general views 
of Rome, and the pictures of the works of 
art in the Vatican. By their jerkiness and 
indistinctness, these pictures betray their age, 
and a little money spent on re-taking them 
with modern appliances would have resulted 
in a much better film, Apart from this, it 
is satisfactory, and the commentary, though 
rather American, is not offensively so.

His parachute was torn by branches, and 
so he landed a little heavily. I do not 
think that he was hurt beyond a shakin 
but he was taken to Weybridge Hospital 
I saw various parts of the machine-wings, 
and so on, floating slowly down. It 
seemed almost as if the machine had been 
hit by a shell.”’ 

The fact that an aeroplane was in 
difficulties was observed by an ambulance 
driver at Weybridge Hospital, who stood 
by, ready to assist ifacall came. The two 
men, however, were taken to hospital by 
private car.

Belfast is electioneering in a fog. For 
the third night in succession open-air 
meetings have been held at street corners, 
and the speakers could not be seen by 
those on the outside of the crowds were 
it not for torchlights. There are bands to 
enliven the proceedings, and the candi 
dates are making the best of the difficult 
conditions. 

Mr. Thomas Henderson, the Independent 
Unionist, who is seeking to retain his seat 
in the Shankill Division, seems to be en- 
joying the outdoor meetings better than 
any of the candidates. He advertised his 
meeting to-night as a “ grand procession,”’ 
and invited the electors to come in their 
thousands to hear Henderson reply to the 
Minister of Labour. And the people came; 
for the Belfast workers like the excitement 
and the humour of open-air meetings, and 
they dearly love a band. 


A PRIVATE FIGHT. 


It is not every candidate, however, who 
appreciates the hustings, and some of them 
are getting very husky. 

The coutest in the Shankill and the 
adjoining division, Woodvale, ‘might be 
termed a “ private fight.” The Unionists 
want to oust the Independent Unionists, 
who claim to be more Unionist than the 
official party. They have frequently advo- 
cated “closer union’’ with Great Britain 
and a return to Westminster. 

The official Unionists, while they are 
determined to remain in the British fiscal 
union, feel safer in Stormont than crossing 
the Channef and braving the stormy seas 
of British politics. A Conservative or 
National Government might not always 
be in power in Great Britain, and recent 
British election results are not encourag- 
ing, so the Independent Unionists 
loyalists are being opposed by the con- 
trollers of Stormont, but it is just possible 
the Independents will win again. 

Mr. Henderson has suggested that the 
electors should appoint a committee to 
read his speeches in Hansard, and he 
declares that if he ever let the workers 
down he will retire from public life. As 
he spoke ‘on one occasion for over four 
hours they will have a big task. 


DUNCAIRN AND OLDPARK. 


It is not so certain that the Indepen- 
dents, who are attacking Mr. William 
Grant in Duncairn and Sir Wilson 
Hungerford in Oldpark, will be as for- 
tunate as Messrs. Nixon and Henderson. 
They will probably save their deposits, but 
it is not likely that they will get a 
majority on polling day. Mr. Grant, at 
his meeting, read a message to the electors, 
and incidentally a testimonial to himself, 
from Lord Carson, who represented Dun- 
cairn at Westminster.

“SOMETHING IN THE AIR ” 
IN AUSTRIA.

What is happening in Austria? Vienna 
is seething with more than the usual 
number of rumours, and although official 
circles are extremely reticent it seems 
likely that the next few days will usher in 
some great decisions. 

In view of the political crisis arising 
from the speeches of Prince Starhemburg, 
bringing to a head the io between 
the Fascists and strongly-Nazi sections, on 
the one hand, and the more democratic 
elements, who desire peace with Germany, 
on the other, the announcement in this 
morning's newspapers that Dr. Rintelen, 
the Austrian Minister in Rome, was leav- 
ing Rome for his native Gratz and Vienna 
created considerable comment. 

This is regarded as significant, in view 
of Dr. Rintelen’s known good relations 
with the Nazis. 

The mystery was deepened, however, by 
inquiries in Gratz, which gave the reply 
that Dr. Rintelen had not arrived there. 
In Gratz it was rumoured that he would 
visit Berlin before coming to Austria. 

This afternoon the Christian Socialist 
newspaper, Weltsblatt, which often re- 
flects Government opinion, comment- 
ing on the report that Herr Proksch, 
former Austrian Nazi leader, had 
fled from Munich because of a quarrel 
with Hexr Habicht over’ Nazi policy 
towards Austria, says: ‘“‘Dr Dollfuss 
has often made it clear that while 
he would not admit the return of the Nazi 
Party on the former basis, he would, 
nevertheless, put no difficulties in the way 
of a National Party which has its roots in 
Austria.”’

In the crucial division on the Financial 
Bill early this morning the Government 
was defeated, on a Socialist amendment to 
Article 68, raising the exemption from 
civil servants’ salary cuts from 10,000 to

The voting was: Against the Govern- 
ment, 321; for the Government, 247—a 
majority against the Government of 74. 
The vote had been one of confidence in the 
Government, and the Cabinet has in conse- 
quence decided to resign.

MR. ROOSEVELT. 


The Témes, in a leading article to-day, 
says: Issue is now fairly joined in the 
United States between the supporters of 
sound money and the President. The 
immediate cause of their revolt is his 
endeavour to raise prices in America by 
driving down the gold value of the dollar. 
They are convinced that this attempt is 
bound to fail, that it imperils the credit 
of the Government, and that, if not aban- 
doned, it must result in a resort to the 
printing press to meet Government 
expenditure and to an inflation which the 
President will be unable to control. But 
the discontent goes deeper than this. It 
has been brewing for months—in fact, 
ever since last July, when his message 
putting a stop to the discussions of plans 
for the stabilisation of money revealed to 
the world how completely he had lost 
respect ‘for what he irreverently called the 
old fetishes of so-called international 
bankers. 

He has, moreover, brought to a head 
the growing opposition to his whole 
underlying monetary policy, an opposi- 
tion which has derived added strength 
from the discontents provoked by 
the N.R.A. control of industry, 
and from the disappointment caused by the 
slow process, if not the actual stagnation, 
of the whole recovery campaign. But he 
shows no disposition to compromise. The 
effect of any criticism from the right seems 
to be to drive him farther to the left. The 
real crisis may be deferred till Congress 
meets in January. It will then become 
clear how far the opposition of the 
bankers and business-men is supported by 
the public opinion which dictates the 
attitude of Congress. Finance and big 
business have lost much of the prestige and 
authority which they formerly enjoyed in 
the United States, and the President may 
feel strong enough to disregard their 
protests. Yet it is difficult to see how in 
that case he is going to bring about the 
revival in confidence, without which there 
can be no improvement in economic con- 
ditions; and if he should fail, especially 
if there is any excuse for imputing his 
failure to the opposition of maeeel in- 
terests, then the result may be not a return 
to more sober and orthodox methods, but 
experiments even more extreme than those 
to which the country is committed already.

REQUEST FOR SPEEDY 
ACTION,

GOVERNMENT POLICY 
APPROVED. 


The Government's attitude to the 
French surtax and import turnover taxes 
on British goods is approved by leading 
representatives. of British trade. 

In a statement issued to the Press last 
night the Federation of British Industries 
said :— 

‘The Federation have always held 
strongly that there can be no justification 
for these discriminations against British 
goods, which are now rendered all the 
more onerous by the fact that, although 
the American dollar is more depreciated 
than the pound sterling, no depreciated 
currency surtax is applied to American 
goods entering France.”’ 

The Secrétary of the London Chamber 
of Trade last night stated to a reporter: 

“Certainly the traders of the City of 
London would welcome the removal of 
these discriminatory duties. I assume 
that when the tariff truce was in opera- 
tion our hands were tied. Now that we 
have a free hand, the Government intend 
to endeavour to induce France to look 
more favourably on the suggestion that 
the fifteen per cent. surtax should be 
abolished.”’ 

It will be recalled that M. Waurent- 
Fynac (French Minister of — ce) 
was to have visited London last week to 
try to arrive at some compromise with 
the British Government in regard to the 
fifteen per cent. surtax ; but the visit was 
postponed in order to give time for further

THE NEWS IN PARIS, 


FRENCH CHANGE OF VIEW 
UNLIKELY. 


From ITevrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 


PA RIS. Th ursday. 

Britain’s tariff warning to France, 
announced by Mr. Runciman. in the 
Honse of Commons this afternoon, has 
provoked little reaction here as yet, since 
the country is entirely concerned with the 
question of whether it will have a Govern- 
ment to-morrow or not. 

It is understood that when the British 
warning was received by the French 
Government some days ago M. Laurent- 
Kynac (the Minister of Commerce) was 
on the point of setting out for London 
to discuss the matter with Mr. Runciman, 
when he suddenly came to the conclusion 
that a téte-a-téte would be inexpedient 
at the moment. 

Whoever is the French Minister of 
Commerce to-morrow or next week will, 
it Is expected, take the same line—namely, 
that negotiations ought to continue 
through diplomatic channels for the time 
being. 

The French are keenly anxious to reach 
an agreement and avoid anything like a 
tariff war, but it is not considered likely 
that they will depart from their attitude— 
that the removal of the 15 per cent. tax 
should be the subject of bargaining and 
not a gift. 

_ The French Government’s proposal, it 
is learned unofficially, may be to exempt 
a large number of important British pro- 
ducts from the 15 per cent. surtax. whilst 
maintaining the principle of the surtax. 
The French Government is opposed to a 
total suppression of the surtax, which 
would cost the French Treasury 
100,000,000 francs a year on British -im- 
ports alone, and would open the door to 
corresponding claims by other countries, 
like Japan and Soviet Russia, at present 
subject to the tax. 

Moreover, French manufacturers claim 
that the abolition of the tax will expose 
them to deadly competition from British 
producers, 

France, it is pointed out, has several 
weapons up her sleeve, such as a decrease 
of quotas, taxing of coal imports, and, 
finally, the denunciation of Article 3 of 
the French-British Convention of 1882.

Sir John Ganzoni (Conservative) raised the 
question of the Reform of the House of 
Lords, so as to enable them to prevent the 
use of dictatorial powers by’ a temporary 
majority in the House of Commons. | He 
quoted extracts from speeches and oa 
of the Socialist Party, which, he said, made 
it perfectly plain that they were aiming at a 
purely Socialist dictatorship. It was for this 
reason he regretted the absence of any 
reference to the House of Lord’s reform in 
the King’s Speech. What he asked for now 
was the acceptance by the House of the 
principle of reform. Personally he would be 
willing to accept the recommendations of the 
Joint Committee of both Houses. He hoped that 
the Government would be able to give them an 
assurance that, the subject was not out of 
mind, and that this necessary reform would 
be carried through at the earliest opportunity. 

Mr. Kingsley Griffith thought it a good 
thing that this subject had been left out of 
the King’s Speech, and he hoped that the 
Government would not yield to the blandish- 
ments of the hon. member for Ipswich. 

Sir Charles Oman thought that there 
should be some way of excluding undesirable 
peers from the House of Lords. He favoured 
some system of control by selection of persons 
of practical wisdom and capacity. 


MR. BALDWIN’S VIEWS. 


Mr. Baldwin,:in the course of his reply, 
said:—lf any man in this country is rasli 
enough, or bold enough, to attempt to create 
a dictatorship, 1 believe that any attempt to 
create a dictatorship, whether it be by the 
Right or the Left, will be met by force, if 
force is employed. I also believe that if 
there be a struggle by force between the 
extreme Left and extreme Right in this 
country, as in other countries, the extreme 
Right will win. Fascism is bégotten of Com- 
munism, out of civil discord.

Reuter from Nairobi, and the coffee industry 
is very aUxious to find a remedy, . 

This parasite is catried to the top of the 
coffee tree by ants. To stop the ants, coffee

rote ladybirds, which were bred in large 
nombérs and given their freedom to prey upon 
the mealy bug. | 

But the scheme: is not working. The 
banding is bad for the coffee tree, and the 
appetite of the ladybird is too easily satisfied, 
so the mealy bug continues to flourish, 

Working on the assumption that nature 
always provides a remedy in the form of 
some other. insect which preys upon a given 

t, the planters are asking the Govertment 
ES hod out what it is. 

The miealy bug itself is not indigenous to 
Kenya, Experts believe it wis brought to 
the colony during the War, possibly in fodder ; 
so that the first question the Government has 
to study is where the mealy bug originated. 
It is suggested that. the answer ls either 
Céylon or the Philippines, and it is likely that 
a Kenya entomol ast will set off to search 
the world. for the Homie of the méaly bug.

“TRADE AGREEMENTS AND 


LESS UNEMPLOYMENT. 


Mr. Walter Ranciman, President of the 
Board of Trade, in 4 broadcast speech last 
night dealing with the measures the 
Government had taken to help trade, said 
that under the trade agreements concluded 
with all the Scandinavian countries, with 
Finland and the Argentine, they had got 
important advantages for Britain’s export 
trade which they could never have got 
without the bargaining power of tariffs.
